EIVELY DISSENSIONS IN WASHINGTON

WASHRINGTON, May 10.—In the Senate
to-dar Mr. Mitchell, of Oregon, presented a
resolution instructing the Committee on the
Quadro-Centennial to inguire into the de-
sirability of making an appropriation to
enahle the National Gunrds of the variouns
States to hold an encampment st the
World's Fair. Referred.

The river and harbor bill was received
from the House and referred to the Commit-
tee on Commerce. The oconference report
on the urgent deficiency bill was presented

and agreed to

A bill to establish the boundaries of Yel-
lowstone Park drew from Mr. Vest some
strong remarks in regard to an unscrupuloas
lobby which, he said, was maintaived in
Washington for the purposes of obtaining
a railroad cherter through Yellowstone Park
and selling it to the Northern Pacific He
openly asserted that this lobby in some
mrsierions manner controlled the action of
the House, and would not allow this or any
other bill to pass it till the railroad charter
got throngh.

Mr. Vest sgid that he would submit to the
passaze of the bill oot because his judgment
approved of it, but becanse he could not
help himself. He did not belicve, how-
ever, that the persistent and unserupulous
jobby that had always op legisintion
in the interest of the park would permit
the passage of the bill through the Hounse of
Representatives. The lobhy that he re-
ferred to wante! a railroad charter, suthor-
iring the building of a railroad into the
park; and the passage of this bill segregat-
ing a portion of it on the north would de-
feat that purpose,

A Park for the Peopile,

In reference to a remark made by Mr,
Perry to the effect that the Yellowstone
Park was mnaintained for the benefit of rich
people enly, Mr. Vest asserted that there was
no like extent of travel anywhere as cheap
a5 a trip to the Yellowstone Park. Ameri-
can tourists speat 150,000,000 & wvear in
European travel; and, if the Yellowstone
Park were among the Italian or Swiss Alps,
every American who went abroad wounld
visit it and would eross the ocean for that
purpose, but, as it was sn American wonder,
Americans went away from it. The people
who visited the park were genenally people
of moderate means, who could not afford a
trip 10 Europe.

Mr. Berry argued that the Government
ought not 1o be ongazed in running parks or
in maising wild animals.  Already, he said,
there is a scandal abroad in regard to thst
park. He would therefore not vote to en-
Inrge the Yellowstone Park, but would vote
to abolish it

Mr. Gorman took part fa the discussion
ani eriticised the motives of the Northemn
Pacifie Railroad Company in trying to keep
the monopoly of railrond traffic to the park.
That eompany, he said, ouzh: to be con-
tent with all the privileges already granted
to it.  After a disonssion that lasied nearly
two honrs the bill wos parsed—yeas, 32;
navs, 18—and then the Sennte proceeded to
exreative business and when the doors were
reopened adjourned.

Not a Billion-Dollar Congress.

Alr. Dingley, of Maine, ereated sorme sur-
prise by stating that the much-abused hill-
inn-dollar Congress was no! entitled to the
name, for the expenditures authorized by it
wonld nat exceed ST00, 000,000,

Mr. Richardson, of Tennessee, made s
statewent regarding the cost of the public
]{riminu, and said that the amount expended
n=t vear was £1.674,759 of which $315 894
kad heen rec ' mmended by the Committee
op Printine, the remainder being that re-
quired under existine law.  Hethought the
(I-e;-:lrlmcms should be compelled to print

only the routine circulars, ete, in the
braneh establishments. It wonld never be
possible 1o seenre any eeonomy in publie
printing unless certain restriotions wera

made. The depariments were allowed too
much license.

The hourgiven to the Committee on Print-
ing havimg expired, the House went into
cowmittee of whole (Mr Lester, of Georgin,

in chair) on sundry civil appropriation
bill, geweral debate being limited to five
hours,

Feonomy to Catch Votes,

Mr. Holman, of Indiana, stated that the
amonnt approprinted by the all was $25,-
153,787, nzainst an estimate of §35,183,955,
and aw appropriation for the current year
of S48 105 3653,

Mr. Cogswell, of Mnssachusetts. said
the bill was supposed to earry appropris-
tions for the sundry eivil expenses of the
Government for the fiscal venr 1803, If this
session shonld be the average length of a
long session, this bill was fully three months
in adravee of its nsual time. Whether it
was reported thos prematurely in
order to  =hut out aprropriations
for expenditures which Congress might see
ﬁ't tc-ﬁl_z;lihnriu an thus reduce the amount
the bill earried for party urpgges pendin
a Presidental eleetion an ipﬁ'ﬂlfer drun-;:m-g
of pitblic interest, was tor the majority of
the committes reporting the bill to explain.
It was elaimed that the bill reduced the ex-
penditure: earried by the existing law some
$15,000,000. Buot this reduction had been
made by refusing to the country the ap-
propristions which were absolutely neces.
sare. If he were to put a motto at the
Lieading of this bill it would be: *“No say-
ings, but postponements; no economy, but
inercased expenditures in the end.”

The Eiver and Jiarbor Bill Criticised.

Mr. Ke=, of Nebraska, in speaking
acpinst any  increase of the anpropriations
earried by the bill, inveighed against the
extravagance of the present House and
especially ecriticised the riverand harbor
bill which passed vesterday. He had voted
for that bill, but he had done so only be-
envse he belived in internal improvementa
He did not know personally that there were
any steals contained in that measure, but he
had heard it rumored in the House and on
the streets that there were.

Mr. Wilson, of Washington, argued that

the appropriation of $100,000 for the sur- |

vev o! the public lands was totally inade-
quate. He pleaded for free homes for the
people.

After further discussion by Messrn
Sweet and Herman against cutting down
the appropriation tor the public land sur-
vevx, Mr. Dingley, of Maine, attacked the
bill as not conforming to the requirements
of law, and as paving the way to larce
deficiency appropriations at the second ses-
sion.

In Dafenso of the Fifty-First,

*"We were now within two months of the
clase of (the present fiscal year for which
tie billion-dollar Congress had appropri-
ated,” =aid the gentleman, *and it is pos-
gible now to say—within a very small
amount—what that Congress had expended,
What has it been? Has it been a billion
dollars? No; almost $300,000,000 short of a
biltion dollars."”

Mr. Dockery inguired whether the gen-
tleman mesnt to say that of the 81,003,&3@-
000 Wrnpriaud by the last Congress but
700,000,000 would he expended before the
close of the present fiscal year,

Mr. Dingley denied in the first place that
any stuch amount had been approprinted,
aud in the second Elnce asseried that the
expenditures of the Fifty-first Congress
wonld not exceed §700,000,000.

OUT FOR THEIR BLOOD.

Story of the Kldnaped Witnesses Against
the Cattlemen—A Signal That Did Not
Work—One Man's Nerve Saves 1hem
From Death.

Craprox, Ngs, May 10.—Jones and
Walker, the kidnaped witnesses in the
case against the Wyoming eattlemen for the
killing of Champion and Ray, have told the
story of their eseape. They say that12
cattlemen st Douglass, at the point of re-
volvers, compeiled them to mount horses in
the middle of the night, and in company
with Witte, an agent of the cattlemen, rode
to Grand Island, Neb., where they were
each promised a good horse and #200 in cash.
From there ther were to be taken into New
Mexico or Arizona

After going 30 miles they dismounted and
cut the telegraph wires in two ploces
After going 20 m?lel farther Witte declared
he was lost, and commanding them to re-
main in the road, he went toward asmall
ravine and lit several matches, claiming he
was trying to see his com

Jones thinking the lights were signals to
nsssult the party he secured a revolver from
one of the pack animals, and compelled
Witte to desist and proceed on their
journey. At daylight they reached a ranch
where Jones learned a partwof 12 men had
left the night before with the intention of
campiog at the place where Witte lighted
the matches, and he is confident they in-
tended to mssassinate him and hiscompanion.

Reaching Chadrop they were arrested, and
will probably be returned to Wyoming,
though an effort is being made to secure
their liberty by those interested by a writ
of habeas corpus,

Tavlor said his brother left
his home and wife mysteriously recently,
taking only $800 with him. It was known
that he had been paying considerable at-
tenticn toa married lady in Jamestown,
who had also disappeared the latter part of
April, leaving n note to her husband saying
her body wonld be found in Lake Erie.

Accompanying Tarlor was the husband
of the lndy. He refused to give his name,
as he wished to protect his daughter trom
the shame of her mother's elopement, as he
considered §t. The meu ecame {0 the enn-
elusion that Tavior had bought the valice,
pat his old hat in it, aud left it on the
island to convey the impression that he had
committed snicide. While thus throwing
his family off the scent, he wonld change
his name and live with his sweestheart in
safely.

Ohio oll has reached in two years. -

The history of the various fluctuations is
quite interesting. Six years ago oil
was quoted at 40 cents, and then
it slnm oft to 15  centa
It remai at that insignifieant figure until
March 6, 1890, when it commenced rising
and went up by points until May 6 of the
same year, when it reached 371 cents. The

rice remained at 37} ceats until Oetober

1890, when it ﬁndullv dropped back to
30 cents, at which fizure it remained for 14
months. On the 2nd of December last the
price was advanced to 321 cents, and the
next day to 25 cents, where it has since re-
muined. Operators confidently look for
& 40 cent rate in o fow days. e Manhattan
Company is now paying the latter price.
